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The window in the front of my private office is approximately 
/LL inches by Wi inches. I en sure this man standing in the out- 
er office had no trouble ih seeing Oswald, as there would only 
be a distance of six feet from this window to where Oswald was 
sitting, and I can think of no reason why I would need to bring him 
in the office for identification after he had been looking at him 
through this window. * «- , 
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The other part of his story I remember very little about as some- 
one else interviewed him, and 1 never felt that his information 
waa of any value. 
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
